SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—The latest re- 
turns from the various precinets show a 
sweeping victory for the Citizens’ Union,their 
ticket receiving 16,339 votes against 10,246 for 
the workingmen. About 4,500 votes are yet 
to be counted. The result may be accepted 
as an evidence that a great number of work- 
ingmen have tired of agitation and Kearney- 
ism, and are prepared to unite 1m an effort to 
restore confidence and forward business ac- 
tivities. The vote so far as counted shows that 
the Republicans have cast nearly a full vote 
as compared with the election last Septem- 
ber, the falling off having manifested itself 
among the workingmen and their Democratic 
allies. The small Democratic element un- 
doubtedly helped to swell the Citizens’ vote. 
The result causes the greatest satisfaction 
and 1s expected to have marked a good effect 
upon public interests.

TILDEN MEANS GRANT. 

In Virginia the Democratic party was 
beaten last fall by a‘fusion of Republicans 
and repudiationists. That fusion still ex- 
ists. It to-day controls the State. It sent 
to the United States Senate for the next six 
years General Mahone, who received every 
Republican vote in the Legislature against 
the united Democratic opposition. It made 
a clean sweep in_ all _ the _ State 
and county officers, removing, with- 
out mercy, every  office-holder who 
was a regular Democrat. To say the 
least, Virginia is not reliable. It will de- 
pend upon the Democratic nomination 
whether the fusion can be broken this fall. 
All intelligent and impartial journals and 
politicians seem to concede that as against 
Tilden, who is intensely unpopular in Vir- 
ginia, that State would be carried by Grant, 
precisely as he carried it in 1872. Any 
Pther prominent Democrat, except Tilden, 
is sure of the vote of the State. All thatis 
needed is restored unity. Mr. Tilden 
would make the division only wider and 
more irreconcilable. 

In Florida the immigration from the 
North has been so great as to make the 
vote between the two parties very close. 
Even in 1876 the Democratic majorityJwas 
few hundred. While it 
is probable that any Democratic candidate 
will carry the State upon whom the party is 
united, it is certain that every vote will be 
needed and that the slightest disaffection 
may cost the State. 

In Georgia the growth of the independent 
organization has been very great, Three 
members of Congress from that State 
were elected in the teeth. of the 
most bitter opposition of the regu- 
lar Democracy. 
is so overwhelming that his nomination 
would make Georgia a doubtful State, with 
chances in favor of Grant if the Republi- 
cans and Independents should unite upon 
him. 

In South Carolina the Charleston News 
and Courier, by far the ablest journal in the 
South, openly proclaims that Tilden’s 
nomination would lead to a ‘bolt; 
that he could not earry' that 
State; that the South would not sup- 
port him. Itis well understood that this 
reflects the opinion of Wade Hampton. 
The News and Courier concludes a recent 
editorial thus: 


The nomination of Mr. Tilden, according to 
the calculation of shrewd observers in Wash- 
ington, willbreak upthe Democratic party. 
This party can not stand another defeat. There 
is, therefore, eVery conceivable inducement 
not only to abstain from nominating Mr. 
Tilden, but to place in nomination a candidate 
who deservestobe elected. No Democratic 
candidate who does not deserve success can be

elected next November. 


Now, Without referring to other Southe 
ern States where a similar feeling exists, 
without making a single objection to Mr. 
Tilden’s candidacy or uttering one syllable 
against the weaknesses in his character, 
his record and his peculiar surroundings— 
this question may be put: Why nominate 
a man who cannot be elected? Why prefer 
one Whose own party and own State are 
bitterly opposed to him to a dozen who 
would be sure of the united support of 
the party everywhere? 

Now, this isa practical question. This 
is no charge against or assault upon Mr. 
Tilden. But we ask his enthusiastic and 
over-zealous friends, why should the Dem- 
ocracy nominate a candidate for the Presi- 
dency who cannot be elected, who cannot 
possibly unite the whole party, and who, 
even if elected, would never take his seat? 

Mr. Tilden, never strong, always decrep- 
id,\ is four years older and four years 
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The feeling against Tilden 
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feebler than in 1876. If he did not dare to 
assert his rights against so weak and wishy- 
washy a man as Hayes, is he apt ,to assert 
them against aman as daring, determined 
and dangerous.as Grant? 

We believe that the Democracy can elect 
almost anybody against Grant if it can 
present a united front. We believe 
that Mr. Tilden is the only candidate 
who can never restore the unity in his 
own State and party.

Mr. Epison, the Wizard of Menlo Park, 
appears before the curtain again in the role 
of an inventor with a fortune at his com- 
mand. This time he seems to have stum- 
bled on a good thing. For months he has 
been conducting his researches in the min- 
ing regions of the West, hoping _ the 
missing link in his electric lamp—cheap 
platinum. His quest has been chiefly 
among the tailings of the gold mines. 
After the quartz has been subjected to the 
trituration of the powerful machin- 
ery of the mines and the _ gold 
extracted by the best known processes, 
the residuum has been found to contain a 
small percentage of platinum. While ex- 
perimenting with this refuse Mr. Edison 
was struck with the quantity of géld left in 
the mass discarded by the mine-workers. He 
immediately invented a new process for sep- 
arating the gold dust from the sand and dirt, 
and it is asserted that he is able to secure 


more auriferous wealth from the tailings | 


than is originally taken out of the virgin 
ore. The average yield of the crushed 
rocks is less than twenty dollars a ton. Mr. 
Edison can take up the hitherto valueless 
tailings and make them yield an astonish- 
ingly greater amount. The specimens from 
the flumes yielded under his treatment at 
the rate of $750 per ton; the black sand 
from the lava beds, $80 per ton. The rich- 
est product was from the tailings of the 
Powers mine, which was at the rate of $1,400 
per ton. All this can be done at an 
expense of only about $5 perton. Before 
letting the world know of this last dis- 
covery Mr. Edison made contracts for the 
tailings of some of the largest mines in the 
West, and quietly organized ‘*The Edison 
Ore Milling Company,’’ of which Mr. James 
H. Banker is president, and Charles H. 
Lewis is vice-president. When the con- 
tracts were made the mine-owners suppos- 
ed that Edison wanted the tailings merely 
for the platinum they contain, the most 
experienced of them having no conception 
of the possibilities of wealth which lay con- 
cealed in the accumulated tailings. In 
this lucky venture, which will make Mr. 
Edison one of the richest men in the land, 
the inventor is said to resemble Saul, the 
son of Kish, ‘‘who went out to seek his 
father’s asses and found a kingdom.”’ 


Wr have seen nothing so timely and sen- 
sible this year as the recent action of the 
evangelical parsons of this city condemn- 
atory of extravagance at funerals. Custom 
has decreed that the expense and show of a 
funeral] shall to some extent measure the 
respect for the dead, and in obedience to 
its dictates many families are put to an ex- 
pense which they can illy afford to bear. 
Funerals generally come at the heels of 
and expensive illness, and at 
a time when few people are  finan- 
cially prepared for them. The cus- 
tom of providing large strings of car- 
riages for thoughtless and indifferent peo- 
ple to ride to the cemetery in is good for 
the undertaker but bad for the real mourn- 
ers. Except in the case of deceased pub- 
lic characters there is no form of funeral 
so respectful to the dead as one conducted 
without parade. The more privacyand 
decorum, the more sincere appears the 
grief. Expensive funerals cause many 
people to yearn for the cheap and simple 
rites of cremation, and we must commend 
the good sense of the St. Louis clergy in 
opposing the continuance of what is merely 
a fashionable folly.

For a month or more the Republican 
Legislature of Ohio has been scheming to 
legislate Mr. Silas W. Hoffman out of the 
office of Auditor of the city of Cincinnati. 
Hoffman is a young, active politician, and 
has made himself the leader of the city 
Democracy.

The doggerel in some instances fs as 
droll as that ofthe ‘‘Triat by Jury.” Miss 
Featherstone is an orphan, about thirty years 
of age, and lives with an ugcle near Allentown, 
Pa. She alleges thaton July 21,1879, Alli- 
bene, who was spending iis vacation in the 
neighborhood, asked her to become his wife. 
She consented, and fixed November 23 as the 
wedding day. In the meantime, however, 
Allibone was married to another woman, 
Miss Featherstone’s complaint startsin this 
fashion: 


The plaintiff, iu seeking redress for her woes, 
Comes into court and respectively shows, 


and after setting forth the circumstances on 
which the action is based, closes as follows— 
asking for damages:

To this rhythmical petition is appended in 
usual style the swofn affidavit of Mrs. Feath- 
erstone. also in rhyme, to-wit: 


Arabella Parthenia Featherstone, 

The plaintiff, teing duly sworn, 

Says: ‘‘I have read the facts above, 

The same are true of my knowledge born, 
Save the defendant’s vows of love; 
And as to those I do deciare 

I dia believe him—that I swear.’’ 


A number of Mr. Allibone’s love letters in 
verse are submitted. As an erotic poet Mr. 
A. will hardly rank with Johann Secundus, 
Petrarcb, Moore and Byron, but bis tame at- 
tempts to woo the muse seem to have im- 
pressed the plaintiff’s attorneys with the idea 
of drawing up their papersin rhyme. In one 
of his epistles tothe fair Arabella the swain 
says:

The Testimony of These Who Witnessed the 
Homicide. 


— —— 


This merping the Erb murder trial was con- 
tinued in the Criminal Court, and the prose- 
cution completed. The morning session com- 
menced at 90’clock. The attenjfance at that 
hour was very slim, but beforé noon the spa- 
cious court-room was well filled with specta- 
tors and members of the legal fraternity. Tae 
question of admitting the murderer’s state- 
ment made before a Coroner’s jury was 
touched upon, but was mot forced toa de- 
cision. The Court gave it out 
that he was not prepared to rule 


upon the question without consulting the au- 
thorities, whereupon Col. Normile withdrew 
his questions and permitted the witness to £0. 

W. H. Erb, the wife-murderer, was present 
and appearedto be indifferent to the testimony 
which was slowly fastening the crime upon 
him. The defense as outlined in the cross- 
examination will be to prove the prisoner an 
habitual drunkard and that he was under the 
influence of liquor whenthe tragedy was en- 


acted, 

The first witness called was 

WM. LABADIE, 

Who lived at No. 5178. State street. ‘‘Ire- 
member the day Mrs. Erb was killed and saw 
ber that day. At 5’clock [was going down 
Third street, when a woman came out of No. 
2319S. Third street calling for her sister in the 
French language. I could see the blood com- 
ing from a wound in her back. Erb, the pris- 
oner,came out afterwards from the same 
place and walked down the street. The 
wounded woman walked to the second house 
from the one in which she lived, and 
went into the hallway. Idid not go iuto 
the house nor did I see the woman at the time 
of her death. ” 

On the cross-examination the witness testi- 
fied that he knew Erb and was positive that 
he saw Erb emerge from Mrs. Ero’s house 02 
Third street. 

PAUL MOEHLE 
was the next witness. His testimonyAvas as 
follows: *‘I lived on Lafayette street. I re- 
member the day Mrs. Erb was killed, as I was 
working on the corner of Third and Myrtle 
screets. I know were Mrs. Erb lived at the 
time of her death, which was very close to the 
corner of Third and Spruce streets. I was 


personally acquainted with the prisoner, W. 
H. Erb. I was standing on the corner when 


1 heard adisturbance at Mrs. Erb’s residence. 
I saw the woman come out of her house and 
walk a short distance, when she went into 
her sister’s house. saw a man go 
by the corner whom 1 took to be 
W.H.Erb. The previous witness told me 
that Erb had cut his wife. I went into the 
house where Mrs. Erb hadentered, and saw 
her bleeding very profusely from two wounds 
in her back. I then went out and saw the 
ofticer arrest Erb.’’ 

On the cross-examination the witness stated 
that he did not notice that Erb was under the 
influence of Jiquor atthe time of his arrest. 
Witness did not hear what passed between 
Erb and the officer. Erb did not resist being 
arrested. 

W. M. MILLER 
knew the murdered woman, and “lso the pris- 
Oner, previous tothe homicide. His testi- 
mony was in substance the same as 
the’ evidence of the previous wit- 
nesses, The witmess on the cross- 
examination stated that he was present when 
Erb was arrested by the officer. At that time 
Erb denied that he had stabbed his wife. 
Erb was not drunk atthe time of his arrest, 
according to the witness’ belief. Witness 
never saw Erbdrunk; never saw trbtake a 
drink, although he had known Erb for some 
years, and had seen him almost every day. 
Erb was excited at thetime of his arrest. 
Witness thought that .Erb was very pale at 
that time. 
C. T. NOLAND, 

the voung attorney, Was next placed on the 
stand. At the time of, the killing of Rose 
Mion Erb, Mr. Noland was Deputy Coroner, 
and had taken down the statements made at 
the inquest. At that inquest W. H. Erb had 


testified, and the witness had 
reduced ; the statement made at 
that time to writing. Erb, after 


being informed of his right to testify or not, 
as he saw fit, preferred to make a sworn 
statement, and the witness had accordingly 
given him the oath and had taken nis stuate- 
ment in writing. 

The attorneys for the defense objected to 
the introduction of the ‘stktement made by 
the prisoner at the time of the inquest. 

The Court stated that he was not prepared 
torule on the question without consulting 
authorities, but the Circuit Attorney, Col. 
Normile, did not press the matter, and tne 
Witness departed without submitting any tes- 
timony. 

OFFICER YOUNG 

was next called. He identified the knife of- 
fere@g in evidence as the same as the one found 
on the prisoner at No. 319 South Third street, 
Mrs. Erb’s residence, after the death of the 
woman. Witness had taken the knife to Erb, 
who was in the fhold-over. Erb acknowledged 
that the knife was his, and had confessed that 
the stabbing was performed with taat weapon. 
This confession of Erb was made the day fol- 
lowing the homicide. Erb appeared to be in- 
different and sleepy at thattime. 

The last witness for the State was a little 
boy, < 

_ WILLIAM HENRYSERB, JR., 
who is twelve vears old. ‘The witness 
was shown the knife. He identified it as one 
belonging to his father. His father had poas- 
sessed the weapon for somethree years before 
the homicide took place. A juryman asked 
the witness if he was positive the knife be- 
longed to the prisoner. The little boy said, 
‘Yes, Tam positive that the knife was my 
father’s.”’ 
THE DEFENSE. 

The first witness for the defense was (. T. 

Noland who was questioned as to Erb’s nerv- 


ous and excited condition during 
the progress of the _ investigation be- 


fore the Coroner’s jury. The witness stated 
that Erb was quite excited during the inquest. 
He (Erb) had refused to ask the witnesses at 
that inquest any questions, and when 
told his privilege in that respect, stated 
that they had told the truth about the affair, 
and he did not want to question them. Erb 
had seen his murdered wife while her body 
Was atthe Morgue. 
PETER SYKES 

knew the prisoner, W. H. Erb, and had been 
intimately acquainted with him from the time 


that Erb was fifteen years old. He 
knew him when Erb was a 
resident of Paducah, Kentucky. At 


that time Erb was a bar-keeper for various 
parties, and was well thought of by his friends 
and associates, Erb was lively and would 
take a drink occasionally, but was not a 
drunkard. 

Witness also knew Rose Mion, the murder- 
ed woman. She was the second wife of the 
prisoner. Before concluding the evidence of 
this witness the court adjourned until 2 
o’clock this afternoon, when the trial was 
continued.

H. Wheatiey: ‘She was married 
in 1872, and lived with George one winter and 
one summer. ; 
next spring. He went away again, but would 
come back, and after she had taken him back 
the third time, she got tired of it. When he 
left the last time he took the furniture and 
wenttolive with another woman. Several 
witnesses were examined and a decree was 
entered for Mrs. Wheatlev. 

Edward Stenzil is «a German, and married 
Julia, his wife, in 1873, in Cincinoati. He 
came to St. Louis in 1876, and wanted his wife 
to come over a short time afterwards. He 
wrote and asked her to come, but she utterly 
refused. He made enough to support her, but 
she still refused to come to St. Louis, 
although be sent her money and treated 
ber well. He thought he had done enough 
apd now he wanted a divorce. The Judge 


_ agreed with him, and a decree was entered 


for the plaintiff. 
George Hanningmeyer asked to be divorced 
from Mary Hanniogmeyer. He was married 
to her in 1878, and lived with her till January 
of last year. He left her because she was 
drunk all thetime. He was in the habit of 


leaving home about eight o’clock 
in the morning. She was generally 
drunk when he went home in_ the 


evening. Sometimes she would get drunk be- 
fore breakfast. She treated the children bad 
and the doctor said that the last one of them 
died from abuse. Finally she got so bad that 
he could not live with her, and she is now at 
the rock-pile. A decree was granted. 

Mr. James Lake,arailroad man, asked to 
be relieved of his wife. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lake. He  marriéd 
her in April, 1871, and lived with her till 
September, 1879. She was a widow when h2 
married her and had adaughter who after- 
wards beceme the mother of a child in his 
own house. He wanted her to leave, but his 
wife insisted on her remaining. His wife was 
always jealous toan almost insane degree. 
She affected to be jealous of both men and 
women, and when he was in company she 
would often cali him the vilest and most 


offensive names. The _ plaintiff had 
been taken sick last fall and 
badto goto Hot Springs. When he came 


back and after he had recovered he found that 
his wife had left home and he Jearned that she 
was keeping a house of doubtful repute. The 
divorce was allowed. ' 

George Creehore was a good-looking, eld- 
erly gentleman. He wanted to_be released 


from his wife, Charlotte J. Creehore: They 
were married at Salem, Illinois, in 
1876. She was 4 widow and 
had two children. They moved 


over to St. Louis in 1877 and separated in No- 
vember, 1878. She refused to live with him 
because he could not furnish her enouga 
money. A financial crisis brought out the 
whole trouble. tle had provided for her 
reasonably well and she did not lack for the 
ordinary necessities of life, but she had some 
high notions and got dissatisfied. He had 
given her frequent oppoitunities to come back 
and tix tbe matter up, but she refused and 
had gone off to Denver. ‘he decree was grant- 


ed. 

Mrs. Mary Montgomery, asad-faced woman 

rayed to be divorced from her husband, 
Jenry T. Montgomery. They were married 
in 1868 and lived together till August, 1877. 
He loved liquor, and finally got so he hardly 
drew a sober breath. He sold their furniture 
and used the money for drink, and often he 
abused her shamefully. Once*he struek her 
onthe nose and permanently disfigured it. 
Sbe had to go out to service in order to make 
a living, and he wanted her to give him all 
her money.
